fired,’ Miles Jr. laughed.

The island says goodbye 
this week to one of its most 
beloved members, Dick Bur- 
ris. A fixture on Beaver Is- 
land since moving there in 
1973, Dick seemed to live 
more in one life than most 
people could in several.
